BAD HAIL STORM
HITS OMAHA WITH
A TERRIFIC FORCE

(Continuea from Tage One.)

The storm came across the nountiry
from the northwest about noon. 1t Eave
plenty of warning of its approach, amit-

nll of Council Bluffs was within the hall
belt, little or no damage was done. 'The
hall was amall with only an occasional
pellet blg enough to do damage. The Wil-
cox groenhoses in the ofty and those
of Herman Hrothers, Meyers, Lainson
and others, escaped with the loss of only
a few hundred panes. The swath of
hoavy hail passed directly over Manawa.
There was little wind and the hall de-
scended in straight linem. None of the
glans on the sides of the Wilcox houses
was damaged, but everything in the roof
was pulverized. The houses are devoted
ontirely to the oultire of roses. The
stock was hammered by the bali and out
up by the fiyving glass, and thers woas
soarcely o plant that eecaped damage.
fBtreet cars that were at Manawa at the
time show the pounding everything re-
celved, Holos wers broken In the roofs
and the woodwork dented and scarred.

Mannwn Is Hit

In Manawa park the ground was oov-
erod with leaves and amall twigs from
the trees. Ioughs more than halfl an
moh in diameter wers broken off, out
as If by buliets.

The storm continued stralght southeast
and reports show that the area was more
than tem miles long. From Manawa
soutkeastward farm crops were battered
down, corn and small graiu belng almost
destroved. Losses that may approxi-
male many thouaand dollars were in-
filcted upon the frult farms cast of Coan-
eoll Blufta. Al of them, however, were
outside the ara of greatest devastation,
but there were hailstones plentiful enough
and blg enough to Inflict damage that
was last evening estimated to approxi-
mats from one-gquarter to one-half of
the grape crop and still heavier loss to
blackberrics nnd raapberrios.  Apples
were also badly damaged, and in some
orchards apparently not an appic escaped.

At the Heas farm, three miies south-
cast of the Blulms, the hall fell for only
a fow moments, but the misslles were
of emormous sise. After the storm Mre
Hess plcked up one that moasured five
inches In olrcumference. The Hees farm
waa just In the northern edge of the big
hnil area.

At the Dorlapnd, Rich and Avery frult
farms the loss to grapes and biackberrios
was placed above 0 per cent of the total
erop. As the annual recelpts of the
Grape Growers™ nssociation exceeds
$10.000 for greapes and berries In the
sutumm, the seriousness of the disastor
is apparent, as many of the largest vine-
yards and orchards are within the dan-
ger ared. In vinerards lylng further
pouth the loss was more noarly cvompleta
n the Doriand vinevard, one of the
finoat In the vielmity of the Hluffs, the
loss to the grapes wus placed above
per cent.
